and other raw materials from Asia which now dominate the 
American starch market. But the ink was hardly dry on that 
editorial before there came news of trouble at the Laurel plant.

'Times Lender reports that the dinn- 
ers supplying the factory complain that 
25 cents a bushel is too low a price for 
sweet potatoes.

•vhcthcr he makes his living in town 
or in the country, knows that it is 
many times harder to put over a suc- 
cessful enterprise as a co-operative 
owned by many, than it is lo run a 
business with only one or two owners. 
And that is just as true of a co- 
operative in lown as of one in the 
country. For instance, about Ihc only 
important successful'town co-operative 
in America is The Associated Press, 
wholly owned by the daily papers of 
the the nation, including The Star, 
and managed by a board of directors 
elected by vote of the newspapers. 
And yet the frankly-written history of 
The Associated Press, published last 
month and reviewed in this column, 
showed that although the idea of a 
news co-operative started in the War 
of 1812, it wasn't until nearly 100 years 
later—the beginning of this century— 
that The Associated Press became the 
really successful co-operative which it 
is today.

Despite the difficulties confronting 


i co-operative, they have a stake in 
which the whole nation is interested. 
And all they need is time. 


For instance, if a private industry ' 


took over this Laurel sweet potato 
starch factory you can well imagine 
what its first step would be toward 
expanding the factory's markel and at 
the same time increasing the price the 
factory would pay the farmers for 
their sweetpotatoes. This is what pri- 
vate industry would do: 


It would set up a lobby in Wash- 


ington, persuade the liiw-inakcivs to 
put ti tariff on tapioca and other im- 
ported materials for the manufacture 
of starch, and would then advance the 
price of the American-made product 
to allow a profit. 


What private industry can do a 


co-operative can do—if the members 
arc 
willing to slick together 
long 


enough to work their problems out. 


The Laurel starch factory is already 


close to being a success. It has brought 
the production cost of sweet potato 
starch down to 3 cents a pound, against 
2% cents for starch made from Asiatic 
raw materials. 


It wouldn't take private capital very 


long to turn that experimental Laurel 
plant into a giant industry. But who- 
ever docs the trick has to practice 
discipline in ownership, .skill in pro- 
duction and marketing, and persistence 
n setting up a political lobby at Wash- 
n£ton. 


Wli.-it is the stake? Simply this: 
Establishment of a new link between 


the farms of the South and the indus- 
trial nvakels of tbe North and East 
—turning sweet polatocs into com- 
mercial st.'irch. 


As we would look at it if the plant 


were located in Hope: It is 500 miles 
to St. Louis and the nearest market for 
most of our 
farm products except 


cotton. Thus far cotton is about the 
only thing we grow which has a def- 
inite value irrespective of distance to 
market. Livestock is coming on; but 
cotton remains our big interest. 
But 
a sweet potato starch 
factory 


would provide a new market within 
wagon-distunee for a commodity that 
is grown plentifully in every count} 
in the South.

the Japanese two years ago, but 


ins changed hands more than once. 


Here the beach was literally cov- 
red with bales and drums, quantities 


of kerosene and oil, military material 
machinery, even cigarets destined for 
free China; tin, tung oil, paper and 
tea destined for the outside world. 


I hiked through the hills, over a 


low divide, to the next depot, Tamsui. 
Over the entire 20 miles a double 
stream of carriers, mostly women were 
plodding to and from the sea, think- 
ing nothing of a load of 75 pounds on 
each end of n bambo, carrying-pole. 
At Tamsui the freight is loaded on 
boats and carried up the East river for 
distribution throughout free 
China. 


Two days after I left Shayuchcng, the 
Japanese bombed the beach, but did 
little damage, for supplies are kept 
well scattered. 


The average time for freight cov- 


ering this bustling trade route from 
Hongking to Laolung is eight days, 
though a fleet of bicyclists maintain 
a two and a half day service over 
the road for mail and for passengers 
tough enough to take it. You ride 
pillion, seated on a luggage carrier 
over the rear wheel, while the man 


t the handlebars, pedals madly over 


"hellholes, temporary bridges and the 
debris of man ya battlefield. 


Blockade Far From Air-Tiftht 


In Shaokwan I saw a vivid example 


of the efficiency with which the Chin- 
ese government is carying on. I cal- 
led on Y. C. Koo, commissioner ol 
finance for Kwanglung, in his head- 
quarters in a limestone cave a few 
miles outside the city. 


The Japanese know the location ol 


the cave, and have repeatedly trice' 
lo blast him out. But he and hi.' 
staff manage to collect provincial tax- 
es under the very noses of the Jap- 
anese—in areas which on maps arc 
claimed by the Japanese—and have 
actually increased the government 
icvcnuc over the pre-war fifiure with- 
out imposing hardships or raising the 
rates. 


The Japanese blockade of the coast 
t China is far 
from airtight. The 


Chinese junk captain is famous as 
i blockade-runner, and many are now 
risking their lives in this dangerous 
work.

"I do not see how this nation can 


sear the tremendous burdens of car- 
rying oh a great war which, after 
all, is just es much to the benefit 
of America as for our own empire," 
said Ian Hannan, Conservative M. P., 
in advocating appeal.

WASHINGTON -This winter is go- 


ing to bo mighty busy—and different- 
ly busy—for American women. Less 
bridge. More work. Work for "total 
defense." 


Most of the national women's or- 


ganizations here are laying down pro- 
grams 
to tie in with 
the nation's 


Herculean cffoits to arm itself. 


The women are planning to take 


their traditional role: Feed the coun- 
try. Wipe out malnutrition. 


The first rash of ideas about women's 


contribution were more spectacular. 
Women decided to learn to fly. To 
learn to shoot. To prepare for para- 
•hutisLs. 
But now that a few months have 


passed the outstanding women leaders 
here arc hammering home a different, 
harder, less spectacular philosophy— 
feed and house the people to hold de- 
mocracy :;afe. 


The kingpin is Harriet Elliott, the 


dynamic little college professo;- who 
represents consumer interests i/n the 
defense commission. She is flooded 
with mail asking," How

we 


.serve V" 


'Within the Gates' 


She replies, "Hunger, malnutrition, 


ignorance, lack of adequate housing, 
clothes and 
warmth—these are the 


enemies within the gates. These are 
the saboteurs of democracy which sap 
men's strength. They breed suspicion 
anri hatred. The men wonder, 'What 
is there to defend?" 


So she has laid down a program to 


meet those- conditions. It is going out 
through 
t>Uite defcntu councils now 


being formal by stale governors. 


Here's the Elliott program so far 
1. Start a ri.dio news service to 


tell housewives which are the gooc 
and cheap food buys each day. 


2. Start a school lunch piogram sc 


that each child has one adequate mca 
each day. 


3. Work for low cost ways of sel- 


ling milk, fruit and vegetables so the 
low income families can get them. 


4. Set up diet clinics where home- 


makers can bring their nutrition pro- 
blems. 


5. Support the food stamp plan 


0. Learn, if you have land, to raise 


the food you can't buy, and can it 


7. Urge merchants to sell govern- 


ment traded foods. 


Mi.ss Elliott, personally is busy keep- 


ing prices down by dint of advising 
the Army and Navy, through her staff 
on the best places and time for their 
large supply purchases. But she urg- 
es club women to keep a wary eye 
on prices in their own cities. 


She adds that 40 per cent of the 


population is undernourished, pointing 
out that weak men won't stand

well, either on 
factory 
productioi 


lines or in the Army. 


She advises the food clinics because 


a good portion of those undernourish 
cd are suffei ing, not from lack 01 
money, but because the home-makoi 
doesn't know how to prepare the right 
kind of diet.

spect recent German-Russian nego- 
tiations were concerned, not with a 
new or intensified partnership, but 
with a German scheme to syphon oil 
from the Near East, or even Russia 
herself. 


Similarly, the statisticians also see 


hi the military meeting of the Italian 
and German high commands at Inns- 
ibruck, Austria, a revival of the often 
discussed threat against Gibraltar. For 
that way also leads to precious oil— 
tb.9 oil of the Western Hemisphere. 
.Why the push for oil? 
, 


Most military experts and economists 


agree that it takes about 200,000,000 to 
300,000,000 barrels of oil a year to run 
the Axis war against the British. But 
assuming both Italy nad Germany have 
built up reasonable reserves, they can- 
not hope to replenish their supplies 
from the long big oil field in their pos- 
session—the Rumanian. At best this 
area could give them only 60,000,000 


, barrels a year. 


Maybe they can squeeze out an- 


other 15 million barrels from shale and 
coal. But that's much less than half 
enough oil for a year of Axis war- 
fare. 


The nearest additional oil for the 


Axis is in the Near East The British 
fields in Oraq and Iran produce close 
to 100,000,000 barrels a year under 
forced draft. And that's just about 
what Germany and Italy need in ad- 
dition to what they have. 


Hence the attempted drive through 


Greece. That could open up the 
eastern enl of the Mediterranean. 


Next best would be to persuade 


Turkey to join the Axis, and get per- 
mission to go through that country, 
and thus reach precious oil. 


In the view of a well informed ex- 


pert on Russian affairs in this coun- 
try, Russia would object to the pres- 
ence in Iran or Iraq of sizeable Ger- 
man forces.

their great oil resources.

The Russians well remember the 


British attempt after the World war 
to move into Baku, the heart of the 
Russian oil fields. A gesture from the 
Russian army put a stop to that. 


If they should let the Germans 


through, could they expect Hitler to be 
as easy to oust in case of victory 
aganist the British, as were the Brit- 
ish themselves after the World war? 
Hardly possible. Opinion here is that 
the Russians would not allow any 
power any closer to their oil than the 
British are in Persia now. 


The next best bet for the Axis would 


be oil from the Western Hemisphere, 
if not fro mthe United States, from the 
Latin American producers, such as 
Mexico and Venezuela. That entails 
an attack on Gibraltar to open the way 
for Axis ships, or a route through 
North Africa. 


Standing in the way, in either 


event, is the United States, and the 21 
American republics, sympathetic to 
the British, and capable of intensify- 
ing their aid to the British Empire. 


All of this adds up to the fact that 


mighty Russia and the mighty Unitcr 
States, both now at least non-bellig- 
erent, stand in the way of lubrication 
and power for the Axis war machine. 


But the Axis must sooner or latci 


seek oil in one direction, ir the other 
Which way will it turn?

Realists Help 
Dreamers Work 


'Good Neighbor' 
Policy Plans to 
Give S. A. Credit

WASINGTON — Out of the flood 


if talk about "good neighbor policies," 
sxchanges of culture between North 
md South America, and 
nebulous 


chemes for welding the two contin- 
•nts, there are developing a few con- 
rote plans for laying an economic 
oundation which really may support 
he dreams of the dreamers. 
To attempt to discuss even briefly 


all of these would be to clutter this 
column with things of scanty meaning, 
but I hope from time to time to re- 
port on the really solid things that 
arc being done to bring South and 
Central America into n hemispheric 
family that can stand united against 
economic, political or military on- 
slaughts from and source whatever. 


Experiments Under Way 


Among the larger plans of the real- 


ists is one to provide our neighbors 
to the south with enough capital and 
credit so that they can spend in the 
United States on a basis never thought 
of before. 


One government department 
re- 


cently estimated that if one-third of 
the former U. S. tourist trade to Eu- 
rope could be diverted to South Amer- 
ica, 
our southern neighbors would 


have credits enough to make all their 
necessary purchases from the United 
States. But that's another story and 
herein I'm going to consider only 
what the Department of Agriculture 


is doing and plans to do along this 
line, 


There are, at present, four experi- 


mental field groups from the depart- 
ment in Central and South America, 
workingon the single crop of rub- 
ber. Last year, congress appropriated 
n half million dollars for this work . 
. . . and if that seems a lot, let's ex- 
amine tile possibilities. 


Rubber originated in South Amer- 


ica and until about 1910 most of 
it came from there. Then the Far 
East . . Malaya, Ceylon and the Dutch 
East Indies . , . began to come to 
the fore, until last year, when U. S. 
imports were approximately 600,000 
tons, only about 20,000 tons came from 
South America. About 20.000 tons 
more came from Firestone plantations 
in Liberia, West Africa, and most of 
the rest from the Far East. 


A Flood of Money 


Let's not even consider the pos- 


sibilities of our Far Eastern source 
of supply being closed. Let's just 


consider what it would mean to south- 
em Mexico, Brazil nnd the Others if 
we were to purchase nearly 600,000 
tons of rubber at n price which would 
allow a profit over production costs 
of 10 cents a pound! 


That is why U. S. agricultural ex- 


perts are in the tropics to develop 
a disease-resistant domesticated rub- 
ber tree. They make no great claims 
for their progress. If the U. S. has 
to have rubber tomorrow, it must get 
ttssomewhcrc else—even from the syn- 
thetic rubber factories, where it will 
cost upward from 25 cents a pound 
to produce. BUT, give them and South 
America 15 years, and this country 
will have no worries about its rub- 
ber, 
and Socth America will have a 


great new agricultural industry which 
will provide millions of dollars an- 
nually for purchases of our manu- 
factured products.
